How Much Longer ? 


The number of times p rop onents of a major 
imp rov ement p roject are forced to jump 
through gov ernment hoop s before obtaining 
an answer to their request often borders on 
the ridiculous. 


If a p erson is inclined to look at such 
matters p hilosop hically it no doubt is p ossible 
to make a case for the p rop osition that the end 
justifies the means. If v ictory ultimately is 
achiev ed, then it's worth all the hard work, 
rep etitiv e testimony and delay — that's the 
theorv 


The longer we watch gov ernment in action, 
howev er, the more restiv e we become ov er 
holdup s that, in one degree or another, ap p ear 
nonsensical. 


A case in p oint is the all-out endeav or to 
obtain a medical school for northeastern Ohio 
("Northeastern 
Medical 
E ducation 
Dev elop ment Center of Ohio. Inc.). The 
MEDCO p lan rep resents a consortium of Kent 
S tate. 
Akron 
and 
Youngstown 
S tate 
univ ersities. 


TIIE PROPOSAL was studied thoroughly 
before it was drafted in final form for 
p resentation to state officials. The need for 
additional doctors, esp ecially those going into 
family p ractice, is well-known. The estimated 
cost. $16 million, is modest in relation to the 
benefits to be deriv ed. 


The p roject currently is held up because 
Gov . John J. Gilligan insists that a statewide 
surv ey by his Task Force on Health Care be 
comp leted before any decisions are m ade on 
new medical schools and associated m atters. 


The Ohio Senate’s Ap p lied Technology 
Committee ap p rov ed creation of the new 
northeastern Ohio school March 14 but the 
General Assembly was asked to carry the 
p rop osal no further in the legislativ e p rocess 
until the gov ernor’s task force rep orts in 
December. 


At the time the Senate 
>mmittee took the 
action. Senate assistant Democratic leader 
Oliv er Ocasek of Akron, one of the sp onsors of 
the Northeastern Ohio Univ ersities School of 
Medicine bill, p ointed out that in his 15 y ears 
in the legislature sev en 
medical 
school 


studies had been made. So what was the need 
for another? 


NOW TIIE gov ernor is requesting a $312- 
million state building p rogram. He seems to 
hav e 
a 
tremendous 
amount 
of 
money 
av ailable for a wide v ariety of imp rov ements. 
Financial considerations scarcely can be a 
major stumbling block on the medical school. 


If in the course of their studies the members 
of the gov ernor’s task force p roduce con­ 
clusiv e ev idence that no new medical schools 
are required in Ohio, then the inescap able 
conclusion must be that the delay in ruling on 
a northeastern Ohio medical school and a 
similar p roject at Day ton was justified. 


There ap p arently are quite a few doctors in 
the state, in Salem and elsewhere. wrho 
question seriously the need for more medical 
schools. There is another contingent, v ery 
strong and quite v ocal, that insists that the 
new no rth e a ste rn school is co m p letely 
justified and should be p laced in op eration as 
quickly as p ossible. 


IT IS ,\ COMPLEX 
subject with many 
ramifications and we don’t p rop ose to p lunge 
into the middle of that argument at this p oint.

Religious Orders Change 


NEW YORK (AP) - A 
question m ark hangs today 
ov er the future of the old, 
once thriv ing and p owerful 
religious orders of Roman 
C atholicism . 
M ost 
a re 
shrinking. A noted American 
church scholar say s bluntly 
they ’re “already dead.” 
This is the jolting thesis of 
Brother Gabriel 
Moran, a 
p ungently 
a rtic ula te 
in­ 
tellectual and leader in one of 
the Church’s most v enerable 
teaching 
o rde rs, 
the 
Christian Brothers. He has 
been p ressing the p oint for 
the last three y ears. 
“ We’v e got to face it while 
we still hav e enough con­ 
cerned p eop le left 
in 
the 
mov ement to cry stallize new, 
liv ing forms of community ,” 
he say s. 
‘‘T here is still 
something that could be done, 
but it won’t be true for long.” 
While other Church author­ 
ities cite v arious ailments of 
the religious o rde rs, few 
agree with 
the 
idea 
that 
they ’re totally defunct, and 
m any 
dism iss 
B rother 
M o ra n’s 
v iew 
a s 
m ere 
needling of comp lacency . 
“ He makes ov eremp hatic, 
blatant assertions to wake 
p eop le up and make them 
th ink .”

Nev ertheless, statistically 
there 
has been 
a 
steady 
shrinkage in most religious 
orders both for men 
and 
women for the p ast sev en 
y e a rs, 
desp ite 
num erous 


changes in their structures, 
rules and activ ities. 
In that p eriod in the United 
States, the number of p riests 
in religious orders has fallen 
from 23,021 to 20,6 9 4; the 
num b er of b ro th e rs had 
drop p ed from 12,539 to 9 ,7 40 
and the number of nuns from 
181,421 to 146 ,9 14. 
Studies hav e 
p rojected 
continued declines. A p roduct 
of the late Middle Ages, or­ 
ders such as the Franciscans, 
Dominicans and Jesuits long 
hav e been the wellsp ring of 
the Church’s academic and 
social creativ ity . But their 
cohesiv e my stique has waned 
in modern times. 
‘‘T h e y ’re 
slowly 
dis­ 
integrating,’’ Brother Moran 
said in discussing the often 
indignant 
reactions 
to 
his 
conclusion 
that they 
hav e 
becom e 
m oribund. 
If 
it 
wasn’t v alid, he added. “The 
sc re a m s 
w o uldn’t 
be 
so 
loud.’’ 
“ It’s ap p arently too threat­

Church hangs on desp erately

South won the spade lead 
and saw that his only chance 
for nine tricks would be to 
drop the queen of clubs.

The queen failed to drop, but 
South did not groan, moan 
or stop dead. He continued 
with a third club without any 
signs of worry. 


West was in with the queen 
and East had to make a dis­ 
card. He thought a while and 
dropped the nine of spades. 


This gave West a problem 
that he failed to solve. West 
shifted to the deuce of hearts 
and South had his nine tricks. 
We have to give South 
some credit for putting on 
the bold front, but he would 
not have made his contract 
against an alert East. 
An alert East would not 
have sent a boy to do a 
man’s job and would have 
discarded the jack, not the 
nine of spades. It was easy 
to read that West’s lead was 
fourth best so the jack could 
be spared. Once it hit the 
table West would have had 
no problem and would have 
promptly cashed 
his four 
spades.

Nicaraguan capital's 450.000 
people have no hospitals yet 
— just medical tents. 
A church clock 
stands 
among the rubble, its hands 
stuck at 12:23. the moment 
the quake struck during the 
night of Dec. 22-23. 1972. 
Secretary of State William 
P. Rogers spent five hours in 
Managua 
Monday 
between 
Mexico and Venezuela on his 
17-dav tour of eight I^atin 
American countries. He was 
visibly moved as he walked 
through the ruins, shaking hs 
head and declaring: 
“ The 
complete 
destruction 
is 
beyond comprehension." 
His wife agreed. “ It's hide­ 
ous. just hideous." she said. 
About one fourth of the city 
was destroyed. 10,000 people 
were killed. 20.000 were in­ 
jured and 300.000 lost their 
homes. The United States has 
contributed more than $27 
million in assistance, more 
than 
all other countries 
combined. But there is little 
sign of reconstruction. 
Platoons 
of 
workers 
recruited by the government 
are picking at the debris 


They were very evident along 
Rogers' route from the air­ 
port. but there was no sign of 
labor on other streets. 
Very 
visible 
were 
thousands of children, and 
adults as well, waving little 
paper 
Am erican 
and 
Nicaraguan flags supplied by 
the government of Anastasio 
Somo/.a. the stocky 48-vear- 
old general whose family has 
ruled the Central American 
country for 39 years. 
“ Viva. Snmoza! Viva. So- 
moza!" was the cry from the 
crowd as he and Rogers laid 
the cornerstone for a 250-bed 
hospital to be built with $1.5 
million in American money. 
Mexican architects are 
drawing up plans for the 
rebuilding of Managua. The 
government may announce 
them by the end of June. 
M eanwhile, some of the 
homeless live in tents, some 
in makeshift shacks. 
New shops and offices arc 
going up on the outskirts of 
the city. 
“ Now 
the 
task 
is 
to 
rebuild." Rogers said in a 
statement at the airport. "W e 
want our support of your 
efforts to restore your nation 
to

wing-like devices. 
Hutchinson said the ab­ 
sence of the shield, only six- 
hundredths of an inch thick, 
apparently is responsible for 
the heat problems aboard the 
spaceship. 


" It ’s like Houston on a hot, 
humid day in there,” said the 
flight director, who was 
speaking at a 
news 
con­ 
ference at the Johnson Space 
Center near Houston. 
He said temperatures of 100 
degrees had been recorded in 
the center of the 85-ton work­ 
shop. Normal temperatures 
would be in the 60s or 70s, he 
said. 
Air-conditioning units are 
aboard 
the craft, 
but 
to 
operate them now would be a 
serious drain on an already 
depleted power supply. 
Hutchinson 
said 
that 
although "we have a serious 
anomoly and don’t know yet 
how to cope with it," he was 
hopeful 
engineers 
would 
come up with a solution in the 
next two or three days, in 
time to launch the astronauts 
on Sunday. 
He said the' gyroscope 
problem was not as serious as 
the 
electrical 
or 
heat 
problems. 
Asked to assess the possi­ 
bility of a launch Sunday, 
Hutchinson said: “ I ’ve not 
seen a show stopper yet.” 
Skylab Project Director 
William C. Schneider was 
optimistic at a Monday night 
news conference that all

missions could be salvaged. 
But that was before the latest 
problems cropped up. 
"W e still have high hopes 
that they can stay up 28 days, 
but during the last few days 
their activity will have to be 
curtailed because of the 
power shortage.” he said.

He 
spent the night in medieval 
St. Antoine Prison and ap­ 
peared today in a private 
hearing before a magistrate. 
He probably will be ar­ 
raigned 
Wednesday 
before 
the Chamber of Prosecution, 
which will decide if he is to 
remain in custody. A police 
spokesmen said the charges 
“ are connected with the 
entire complex question’’ of 
Investors Overseas Services, 
the empire Cornfeld founded 
in a two-room Paris apart­ 
ment in 1956. 
The company, which had a 
million clients at its peak 
with assets listed at

billion, began collapsing in 
1970, and Cornfeld was forced 
out of control.

be a reduction of $75,000 in the 
county’s income. 
Ursu said his dissenting 
votes 
on 
both 
the 
realty 
transfer fee and the county 
budget were related. 
"The transfer fee is a fee 
w hich no one pays unless they 
sell property, 
the amount 
depending on the amount of 
the sale.” 
U RSU SAID 
the county 
realized $154,000 in 1972 from 
the realty transfer fee. He 
said it has been only in the 
last two years the county has 
begun to redraw the tax maps 
on which 
the transactions 
were recorded. The maps, 
Ursu said, have been com­ 
pletely neglected” for many 
years. 
The commissioner from 
Salem also noted the county 
budget is about 15 per cent 
higher than last year, which 
is $235,000 more than our 
normal income.

Major Coppock. son of Mrs. 
Guy L. Coppock of 912 N. 
Lincoln Ave., earned his third 
DFC Feb. 21, 1972, as an AC- 
130 Gunship infrared sensor 
operator. The major and his 
crew were on a night armed 
reconnaissance over hostile 
territory and — despite 
radar-guided antiaircraft fire 
and surface-to-air missiles at 
a minor supply point — they 
destroyed or damaged 
11 
enemy supply vehicles and 
ignited 18 secondary fires and 
explosions. 


He earned the fourth DFC
